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God Pays Taxes 


Army war surplus material in 
India was announced by the Army 
at the close of the war to be worth 
around $500,000,000. Much of this 
material is adaptable to civilian 
purposes and American mission- 
aries began to hope that some of 
it might be used in the various 
mission schools, churches, hospi- 
tals and model farms which are 
located throughout India. 

An inter-faith group, the Joint 
Protestant - Catholic Commission, 
set out to find if it could purchase 
such helpful items as medicines, 
X-ray machines, ambulances and 
old clothes, These materials could 
be purchased all right, but the 
Foreign Liquidation Commission 
wanted the missionaries to pay 
the full wholesale price for medi- 
cal material plus a 25 per cent 
freight charge’ from America to 
India, and the Indian government 
requested an additional 30 to 60 
per cent duty charge! 

The British Empire officials fix- 
ed it so that the missionaries had 
to pay more for salvage goods 
from their own country than they 
would have had to pay for Brit- 
ish goods, When protests reached 
Washington, the missionaries were 
finally allowed a 40 per cent dis- 
count. But then our State Depart- 
ment promptly entered into an 
agreement to sel] all United States 
surplus materials to the British 
Indian government. 

The missionaries have been able 
to get some supplies, but the 
British-Indian government gets its 
ample share! You see what we 
mean now by reporting that the 
Wall Street crowd, which works 
with the British empire monopo- 
lies, runs much of our State De- 
partment? They even try to make 
God pay a cut to the London- 
Wall Street monopolies! 


Plastics Monopoly 


Only a few newspapers carried 
the report of the Department of 
Justice which charged large plas- 
tic manufacturers with monopolis- 
tic practices, artificial price fixing 
to eliminate competition and gen- 
eral restraint of trade. These plas- 
tics are used to make a wide va- 
riety of finished articles such as 
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[N A BOOKLET on the church and the conscientious objector, Dr. 

Roy A. Burkhart points out that for the first three centuries after 
Christ the whole Christian church was pacifistic. Early church lead- 
ers taught that men who had been drafted into the army must be in- 
structed not to kill. Tertullian declared that “Christ, in disarming 
Peter, unbelted every soldier.” 

Those who lived nearest to the fresh memories of Christ and His 
teachings seem to have had no doubt of what His words meant. That 
should give pause to a lot of us who were so cocksure we knew just 
what Jesus taught as we tried to justify our going along with the 
crowd during war’s hysteria. 


X-Ray and Forecast 


(CHRISTIAN PEACE. Pressure on the news from powerful Ameri- 

can and British financial interests has made the real problem of 
the peace obscure to the average American mind. The real problem 
is whether or not we can have any peace unless it is a Christian peace. 

A Christian peace requires a new economic order of justice and 
sharing, but the old strongholds of wealth do not want that kind of 
peace. They are trying to build peace while ignoring its fundamental 
foundations, 

President Roosevelt realized this. It is now an accepted fact in 
diplomatic circles that during secret conferences Churchill persuaded 
Roosevelt to draw the expected Japanese attack toward America and 
away from the already badly wounded British Empire in our interest 
in stopping Axis expansion. Roosevelt saw that if England fell 
America would have to stand alone. However, in accepting Church- 
ill’s viewpoint, Roosevelt exacted a commitment from Churchill, 
who was actually a representative and spokesman of the great world 
empire monopolies, that the war must bring in a new day of freedom 
and sharing as expressed in the Atlantic Charter which Roosevelt was 
proposing. Churchill, his back to the wall, accepted. 

But as soon as American manpower had saved the great Wall 
Street-London-Dutch-French investment system, Churchill and bis 
many aides in America and elsewhere began a systematic sabotage of 
the Atlantic Charter principles . . . principles which could bave led 
to a Christian peace. 

Even before Russia made any strong claims to new territory, it 
was Churchill, speaking for the world capitalistic powers, who shout- 
ed, “We don’t intend to give up anything.” But those world capita- 
listic powers control the Atlantic, the Mediterranean, the Asiatic 
oceans. By their grip on Gibraltar, the Dardanelles, the Suez Canal, 
the Persian Gulf, the Indian Ocean and the China sea (through 
Hong Kong, Shanghai, Tientsin), they control the world trade lanes. 
Through this grip they can tighten a strangle hold on Russia. . . 
the one nation that threatens present economic monopolies. 

When powerful and victorious Russia saw this renewed effort be- 
ing made to block her in, as of old, the Soviet began a series of re- 
alistic, often brutal grabs of territory that shook the world. But no- 
tice this—the London-Washington governments made little complaint 
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U.N. Headaches 


The most important unsolved 
problems that the U.N. will soon 
have to face are those concerned 
with Italian reparations. The fu- 
ture of Trieste must be deter- 
mined, the former Italian colo- 
nies in Africa must be provided 
for and a settlement must be made 
regarding the military control of 
the Dodecanese Islands in the 
eastern Mediterranean. Russia is 
demanding control of Trieste. 

The U.N. must also decide on 
the United States claim that Rus- 
sia has failed to carry out the 
Moscow agreement on Bulgaria. 


Equal Education 


A young Negro in Texas is de- 
manding of the state the right to 
get an education in law. The 
Texas University law school bars 
Negro students, but the state con- 
stitution clearly says that equal 
educational facilities shal] be pro- 
vided for all. Watch for a Su- 
preme Court decision on this case. 
Action will no doubt be carried 
to the high courts and another 
important break will be made in 
the crumbling wall of race dis- 
crimination. 


Criminal Offense 


Not much is being said about 
it, but tremendous importance is 
attached to the announcement 
made by the Justice Department 
that, in the future, state or party 
officials who attempt to prevent 
a person from voting because of 
color in a primary or general 
election will be prosecuted under 
the crimina] code, The United 
States Supreme Court has already 
established this action by deci- 
sion rendered where such voting 
privileges were denied. The next 
few months will see a rapid change 
al] through the South in situa- 
tions relative to the Negro’s right 
to vote.

You notice that mainly a bloc 
of Southern Congressmen is fight- 
ing the proposed minimum wage 
laws. These Congressmen, as we 
have often pointed out, belong to

which do not represent the people 
but which are the voices for pow- 
erful cliques of large landowners 
and fascist-minded minorities op- 
posed to all progressive measures 
affecting economic and racial jus- 
tice. 

On the minimum wage issue, to 
show you how unrepresentative 
these Congressmen are, it is en- 
lightening to note that two promi- 
nent Southern editors have openly 
protested these reactionary atti- 
tudes. Josephus Daniels, respected 
Southern editor and former states- 
man, writing in his News and Ob- 
server of Raleigh, North Carolina, 
says: 

“Those Southerners who are 
ganging up with Republican mem- 
bers of Congress to kill measures 
designed to deliver a death blow to 
low. wages and low prices for 
farm products do not reflect the 
spirit of the great masses of the 
people of the South.” 

The Greensboro News, in an edi- 
torial, states: 

“We are in for a high-wage 
economy, necessarily so; and in 
our considered opinion, no section 
is going to gain as much there- 
from as the South, If the Southern 
states, with their manifold advan- 
tages, cannot stand up in competi- 
tion with the rest of the nation on 
an equalized wage scale, then 
something is sadly wrong with our 
leadership and the quality of 
Southern business men and indus- 
trial management.” 


Fighting Jews 

Anti-Semitics say the Jews 
dodged the war. Here are some 
facts: Six hundred thousand Jews, 
including fifteen generals and three 
admirals—enough to man 40 divi- 
sions—served in the United States 
armed forces during World War 
TI. More than 50 per cent of the 
American rabbis volunteered as 
chaplains, with half their number 
serving overseas. One-third of the 
Jewish physicians of all ages were 
in uniform; 60 per cent of those 
under 45 were in the armed forces. 
Combat casualties among Jewish 
men and women numbered 22,042 
while 29,004 awards were received 
by some 15,000 Jewish soldiers and 
sailors, 


Railroads and Bankers 


You will remember our report 
(Between The Lines, January 7, 
1946) on the behind the scenes con- 
flict among big banks for control 
of the American railroad system. 
For generations two Wall Street 
houses (Morgan and Kuhn, Loeb) 
have had a monopolistic control of 
most of America’s railroads. Re- 
cently progressive young bankers 
in Cleveland, who believe in the 
free enterprise system over against 
the monopolists in Wall Street, 
have been trying to force the Wall 
Street bankers either to surrender 
their monopolies or to modernize 
their antiquated railroad systems. 

For instance, Robert R. Young, 
leader of the Cleveland banking 
group, was the chap who, by skill- 
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X-Ray and Forecast (continued) 


as long as Russian grabs were made in the Baltic and eastern Europe. 
The cry of “justice’ was sounded only when the Russian band turn- 
ed toward the oil of Iran, toward the Dardanelles or Manchuria where 
vital London-W all Street commercial interest lie. 

So, to the person with Christian insight, the real crisis of the 
peace is already passed. It came when the rich western powers with 
their disproportionate control over the world’s economy failed to step 
forward according to their own declarations in the Atlantic Charter 
to propose a new day of economic justice and freedom under the lead- 
ership of the United Nations. If we had done that, all the moral 
pressure in the world would now have faced Russia. Fear and suspi- 
cion would have subsided. Peace would have had a chance. Now only 
an armed peace is possible, and an armed peace is never an enduring 
peace. 

The average American doesn’t realize that today only the skele- 
ton of the Atlantic Charter remains in the U.N. charter. The United 
Nations now is an organization dedicated to the preservation of the 
economic controls of America, Britain and their satellites, and as such 
it will and must fight all trends toward a loosening of these controls. 
Watch current events through the viewpoint of unchanging Chris- 
tian principles. The pattern is not hard to follow. Keep your eye on 
these points when you read U.N. and official propaganda. 


| 8 preraged PEACE. But we will have peace. A restless, tense, un- 

holy peace. This generation is not likely to see any more large 
wars. But the hope for peace is not in the U.N. The propaganda 
will be played that way, for the object of those who now dictate the 
peace is to make it appear that the U.N. in protecting the economic 
status quo is protecting the peace. The little fellow, who bas no share 
in the oil, tin, rubber, steel and shipping monopolies, must be made 
to feel that to protect these interests is to protect “our American way 
of life.” Millions of dollars are being spent now by great financial 
and industrial forces in publicity to sell this idea to the little people 
and to keep it sold. But the hope for peace is not there. 

Nor is the hope for peace with Russia. Nothing could be more 
hopeless than to substitute the Russian totalitarian state collectivism for 
the present undemocratic economy of the so-called democracies, even 
with their colonial enslavement and exploitation of millions of people. 

The hope is in the moderate men, the Christian men, who are 
found occasionally in places of leadership but who are yet so sur- 
rounded by long-standing pressure groups in their own governments 
that they can only do a little at a time. The London Labor govern- 
ment has some of these men. Prime Minister Attlee is one, there are 
others. They will change things when and as they can. We have 
them in Washington, in Congress and throughout the government. 
Some of these, like Attlee, politically are called “socialists,” but many 
others of them are distinctly ot socialists. They are Christian lay- 
men who have discovered that the only hope of peace is in the ap- 
plication of the teachings of Christ to the affairs of man. Sharing 
over against monopoly, brotherhood over against racial exploitation, 
and personal responsibility over against pressure politics, 

These concepts do not represent “perfectionism” or impractical 
idealism. These are the real hard-boiled facts of life. Peace can only 
be built as men obey the divine laws that must support the structures 
of human society. 


1932 STANDARDS. The allied authorities in Berlin have an- 

nounced their permanent plan for the rebuilding and con- 
trol of the German economy. The outline of this plan is to establish 
a living standard equal to that of 1932. The significant thing is that 
1932 is the year that Hitler came to power. Hunger and six million 
unemployed citizens created the desperation which produced Hitler in 
1932. 

In a few short years, Germany will be made up not of former 
Nazis but of millions who are now youngsters under 18, who were 
not in the war, had nothing to do with Hitler but who are the vic- 
tims of Nazism. Some of America’s greatest political scientists are 
asking, “Are our political and military leaders so stupid that they are 
going to establish conditions that will guarantee another period of 
revolt and violence in Europe?” Apparently they are.

ful advertising, forced the Wall 
Street roads to inaugurate coast- 
to-coast pullman service. (You'll 
remember the striking ad showing 
how a pig could go from Califor- 
nia to New York without chang- 
ing cars while a human passenger 
couldn’t!) 

Mr. Young has been lashing out 
in banking circles against monop- 
olistic controls and his statements 
reveal the tight monopoly a few 
extremely rich and powerful men 
have maintained on a vital Amer- 
ican industry. Bear in mind the 
fact that Mr. Young is himself a 
capitalist and a banker. 

For three generations, he said, 
the Wall Street group has dic- 
tated to the American railroads 
without having a dollar of actual 
ownership in them aside from the 
power gained by controlling and 
manipulating stock, 

‘True,’ said Mr. Young, “now 
and then an independent figure 
like Hill, Harriman, Gould, Van- 
derbilt or Van Sweringen has bob- 
bed up, but eventually financial 
and social pressure, or self-inter- 
est, brought them into line with 
the ruling houses. At best such in- 
dependent figures were subordinate 
princes holding sway in a limited 
territory, but only so long as they 
conformed.” 

Mr. Young declared that the con- 
trolling group constantly exudes 
“false pessimism,” predicting trou- 
ble for railroading and he rec- 
ommends that this attitude be 
stopped “by legislation if neces- 
sary.” 

“When a group with such a 
spiderweb of economic power has 
proven itself to be stronger than 
the government, it is a pretty bad 
situation,” he said. Insisting that 
the bankers had made a racket of 
handling railroad securities by 
gaining control over both the is- 
suer and the buyers, he pointed 
out that all they needed to do 
was “to sit in between and tell one 
to sell at 95 and the other to buy 
at 100.” 

Since the Mid-western competi- 
tors of the Wall Street interests 
were succssfu] in their fight for 
competitive bidding on securities 
issued by the railroads, Wall 
Street houses have become even 
more eager for trusteeships, bank 
deposits, etc. Mr. Young stated 
that Morgan and Kuhn, Loeb were 
outbid on nearly two-thirds of a 
total of $1,762,000,000 bonds is- 
sued by the railroads since the 
competitive bidding legislation was 
passed, and he said that the rail- 
roads have benefitted widely 
through the increased revenue they 
thus received. 

The Cleveland banker accused 
the Wall Street group of wide- 
spread domination. They forced 
the railroads to fight the competi- 
tive bidding rule, he said. They 
tried to delay the sale of the Pull- 
man Company so that the Pull- 
man monopoly might enjoy two 
more years of high traffic earnings 
on its obsolete equipment, They 
prevented the beginning of coast- 
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Railroad and Bankers

to-coast sleeping car service. They 
eonspired together to prevent com- 
petition in equipment. The price 
they pay for equipment is loaded 
with “patronage.” 

“The dry rot from this pattern 
of banker control,” declared Mr. 
Young, “as opposed to ownership 
control, this elimination of com- 
petition in the railroad field by 
those men who talk so much about 
free enterprise, has brought the 
largest and most essential indus- 
try in the richest nation in the 
world to the sad state where $1 
invested in it is not as good as an 
idle dollar in the bank.” 


Match Cartel 


The United States Department 
of Justice has taken steps to 
break up the long standing match 
monopoly which has held back 
numerous inventions that would 
make the matches now used obso- 
lete. A match that can be struck 
seven thousand times before it is 
finally consumed has already been 
produced successfully in Holland, 
but the American-Swedish giant 
match monopoly blocked its gen- 
eral use and production. 


Air Competition 

Hundreds of former Army and 
Navy pilots, who can’t get post- 
war jobs in commercial aviation, 
are forming their own non-sched- 
uled air lines. They undertake to 
fly “anything, anywhere, any 
time,” and are now threatening to 
take the country’s air freight busi- 
ness and much of the passenger 
business away from established 
commercial air lines. 

The war robbed these lads of 
any chance to learn another pro- 
fession, They have bought planes 
from surplus property stock and 
are out on ‘their own. Naturally 
the commercial companies are 
taking steps to stop them by “le- 
gal regulations.” 


“Silent Service’’ 


One of the inside reasons for the 
postponement of the Navy atom 
bomb tests—aside from the politi- 
cal and moral reasons to which we 
referred in our forecast of that 
postponement some months ago— 
is the amazing new developments 
in submarine warfare which have 
not yet become known to the gen- 
eral public. 

Captured German and Japanese 
submarines have knocked into an 
admiral’s cocked hat some of the 
pet theories of our top flight Navy 
officials. The public has been told, 
through the fancy ads run (at the 
taxpayers’ expense) by the Amer- 
ican submarine manufacturers, 
that our Navy submarines were 
the most advanced and best on 
earth when the truth is that both 
the Nazis and the Japanese were 
far ahead of our submarine pro- 
ducers both in design and devel- 
opment. 

The Germans were making sub- 
marines much larger than ours, 
capable of much longer cruising 
range and were equipping them

ERMANY’S ECONOMIC POSITION. It is well to add here 
that the above allied report is made in spite of the fact that a 
general breakdown threatens the whole American plan to reduce Ger- 
many to a “rural nation.” The day is rapidly approaching when the 
blindness of the “Morgenthau Plan” will be looked upon regretfully 
as a product of the dark hour of America’s war hysteria. 

As one analyst pointed out recently, German industry must be 
in operation in order for much of Europe to get back on its feet. 
French industry needs Ruhr coal, so does Italian industry and Swiss 
industry, although the Swiss have made arrangements with Poland 
for Silesian coal. Eastern Europe is heavily dependent upon German 
textiles, chemicals and machinery. Sweden depends on Germany to 
buy iron ore; Germany used to buy 10,000,000 tons of Swedish ore. 
Britain, to make economic recovery, needs an export volume 50 per 
cent above pre-war levels, and is worried by the lack of German 
markets. 

Thus we can expect the complete failure of the already tottering 
Potsdam plans and an overhaul of the entire approach to the Ger- 
man reconstruction problem. 

When will men learn that there is more economic sense in “For- 
give us our trespasses as we forgive those who trespass against 
us” than in hatred and vengeance? 


We CRIMINALS. As the trials at Nuremberg continue to drag 
on, it is becoming increasingly clear that the plans of the great 
world industrial powers are succeeding in efforts to protect the Ger- 
man industrialists and financiers who created Hitler. Powerful groups 
associated with the British, French and American armies of occupa- 
tion have managed to use the Nuremberg trials as a smoke screen 
while they hide, away, in suitable luxury, the Krupps, the Stinnes, 
Thyssens, von Bohlens, and others who were Hitler’s backers.

with a new breathing mechanism 
which enabled them to cruise sub- 
merged at periscope depth clear 
across the Atlantic. What is more 
important, their under water speed 
was being increased to as much 
as 30 knots an hour in contrast 
to the 7 and 14 knots of American 
submarines. Also these Nazi sub- 
marines could dive to depths three 
and four times greater than ours. 

The Japanese had begun to de- 
velop giant cargo submarines 
which clearly foretel] that all 
fighting ships of the future will 
be submergible. 

With the atom bomb now a re- 
ality, battleships and cruisers will 
be floating ducks. The forecast is 
that all capital ships of future na- 
vies will be giant submarines, You 
may guess what havoc these de- 
velopments are playing inside 
Navy offices where a lot of gold 
braid has anchored its careers, for 
better or worse, to dreadnaughts 
and heavy cruisers, 


Space for Defense 


American military leaders are 
now working out a technique of 
defense for the atom bomb. The 
defense is called “the strategy of 
space.” Fleets, armies and indus- 
trial centers of armed production 
must all be so spread out and must 
be operated in such a way that, 
while we hurl robot atom bombs 
at our neighbors, not too many of 
us will get killed during the time 
of conflict until one side or the 
other wears out or goes broke. 

Russian military attachees in 
Washington laugh and say, “We've 
been fighting with space for hun- 
dreds of years.” The British say 
they will all have to move to Can- 
ada, and some Americans are be- 
ginning to inspect old forgotten 
mine shafts in the Rocky Moun- 
tains. 


Foreign-Owned Land 


Here is one way to understand 
why other nations have so much 
power in determining United 
States policy. The Brookings Insti- 
tute, an authoritative economic re- 
search bureau, recently published 
a report showing that an area 
greater than seven states in this 
country belongs to foreign inves- 
tors. Congressman Reed of New 
York, who reported in Congress 
on the Brookings findings, also 
said: 

‘Fifty-four foreign corporations 
and individuals own 26,704,390 
acres of land in this country, an 
amount greater by 2,455 square 
miles than all the land in the 
seven states of New Hampshire, 
Vermont, Massachusetts, Connec- 
ticut, Rhode Island, New Jersey 
and Delaware. 

“Tf a complete list of alien land- 
owners could be obtained, it would 
swell the total by many millions 
of acres. 

“The holdings shown above do 
not include the thousands of farms 
taken in by foreign loan compa- 
nies on foreclosure proceedings, 
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Foreign-Owned Land

for example, the 2,700 Kansas 
farms which, in a period of only 
18 months, passed into the hands 
of foreign loan companies, 

“Nor have I taken into consid- 
eration the enormous land values 
in mines, railroads and other cor- 
porations which pay millions of 
dollars in dividends and interest 
every year to foreign owners, to 
the impoverishment of our own 
people.” 

British citizens own most of the 
foreign-controlled land; a “Ger- 
man syndicate” owns more than a 
million acres of land in Missis- 
sippi; corporations and individuals 
in Holland own much American 
property, among them Queen Wil- 
helmina who is said to possess 
many millions of dollars worth of 
American rea] estate and apart- 
ment buildings in New York, 
Washington and elsewhere, Other 
countries also own American land. 


Protest Soap Operas 


The Federal Communications 
Commission recently cracked down 
on the American radio industry in 
no uncertain terms. While there 
are some radio stations that are 
honorably fulfilling their duty to 
the public, many fall short of this 
goal. 

The report warned that the FCC 
will begin to tighten up on appli- 
cations for license renewals and 
will check carefully on the service 
provided by stations in the public 
interest. The FCC is asking that 
more time be given religious, edu- 
cational and other non-profit or- 
ganizations. 

The Commission believes that 
radio should be considered a pub- 
lic industry, especially since the 
equipment investment of radio lis- 
teners is 26 times greater than 
that of station and network own- 
ers. Thus the FCC report set forth 
a strong declaration of policy 
which directed the broadcasting 
industry to set its house in order 
and give the public better pro- 
grams than soap operas and hours 
of recorded “popular” music heav- 
ily larded with commercials. 

The National Association of 
Broadcasters complained that the 
report showed “a lack of faith in 
the American system of free ra- 
dio and a desire to impose arti- 
ficial and arbitrary controls over 
what the people of this country 
shall hear.” This statement, how- 
ever, was contradicted by the 
FCC report which called for a 
greater public listener participa- 
tion to determine in a democrat- 
ic way the content of the pro- 
grams. 

The control that the big cor- 
porations maintain on radio is re- 
flected in the FCC’s report by 
these facts: that 26 per cent of 
CBS business came from only four 
advertisers; that 38 per cent of 
CBS business was handled by only 
four advertising agencies; that 25 
per cent of ABC business came 
from four advertisers; that 37 per 
cent of ABC business was handled 
four advertising agencies,

Even the chief American prosecutor at Nuremberg, Justice Rob- 
ert H. Jackson, has complained of this. In a radio broadcast recently, 
Jackson told GI’s in Germany that he didn’t believe that the German 
industrialists—a chief cause of the war’—would ever be brought to 
trial for their crimes. The great news services, bound to policies set 
by American and British financial powers, have played up the Nurem- 
berg trials to keep the public mind octupied, while all news of the 
really big war criminals has been suppressed. 


OURTEEN YEAR OLD PARALLEL. Additional evidence con- 

cerning the way the American people are being betrayed by the 
U.N. handling of the Russian-British-Near East controversy is now 
provided by substantial authority. Britain is known to have gained 
control over Iran, and the oil concessions that go with it, by the 
same brutal methods that the Russians are now trying to use. But 
all such information is being kept suppressed so the American public 
won’t catch on to the game that is being played. Yet Russell Porter, 
a New York Times writer on the Near East, recently slipped in an 
article, which has been suppressed elsewhere, telling the story of the 
British oil concessions in Iran. 

Said Mr. Porter: “The historical background of the Iranian oil 
question reveals an interesting fourteen-year-old parallel with the 
situation that the United Nations Security Council has been discussing. 

“In 1932, a dispute between Great Britain and Iran went to the 
Council of the League of Nations at the request of the British, but 
was ‘settled out of court,’ so to speak, by direct negotiations between 
the two countries before the Council had time to reach a decision. 
(Exactly what Russia is being blamed for doing in the U.N. Ed.) 
Meanwhile, as in the Russo-Iranian case, an impressive display of 
force had been made by the larger nation.” 

Then Mr. Porter tells how the British fleet moved up the Per- 
sian Gulf with thousands of troops. It was a case of “sign those 
leases or go to war.” 

The British are still in Iran under those terms. Russian tactics 
have been identical to those formerly used by the British, but the 
American people are being whipped up to the point of war over the 
Russian threat, not to the peace, but to British oil investments—with 
Standard Oil of America holding a corner of the sack. 


O” PUPPETS. We may look for severe political revolts to flare 

up all through the Near East areas where London-Wall Street oil 
monopolies are getting their governments to back them in keeping 
Russia out. Reports are current in authoritative circles in Wash- 
ington that Russian infiltration is rapidly increasing as Red Army 
forces formally withdraw. The impoverished peoples of Iran, Iraq, 
Saudi Arabia all hate their puppet rulers whose corrupt regimes are 
kept in power by British and American oil money. Russia will not 
find it hard to kick the props out from under these frail and shame- 
ful structures which consist of the remnants of old feudal ruling 
families that now unfortunately represent American and British in- 
terests before the millions of the Near East and Far East. 


ALL TO REPENTANCE. Martin Niemoeller, great German 
Protestant leader, and Cardinal Preysing, Bishop of Berlin and 
Germany’s great Catholic leader, are both preaching constantly to 
German audiences that they must assume their portion of war guilt.

L008 MANUFACTURERS WORRIED. The great Allied Li- 

quor Industries of America recently met in New York in 
closed sessions. While plans to unite the various organizations of dis- 
tillers and brewers were reported to be the chief business undertaken, 
New York news circles report that much of the conferring was con- 
cerned with ways and means to combat a growing threat to alcohol 
consumption by such damaging influences as the prize-winning anti- 
liquor movie “Lost Weekend” and the various university research 
groups which study alcoholism as a growing and dangerous disease 
in American life. The liquor industrialists are making plans and are 
raising large sums for a huge publicity campaign to present their cause 
of “temperate and intelligent drinking” to America.

radio cabinets, automobile acces- 
sories, cutlery handles and many 
novelties. 

The defendants in the first com- 
plaint are Catalin Corporation of 
America, Marblette Corporation 
and Knoedler Corporation. The 
defendants are specifically charg- 
ed with conspiring to fix prices 
for the sale of plastic resins and 
for finished articles fabricated 
therefrom. 

It is stated in the complaint that 
Catalin Corporation granted li- 
censes to each of the other de- 
fendants under certain patents 
which it controlled. These license 
agreements provided for partici- 
pation by all of the defendants in 
establishing minimum prices for 
both patented and unpatented ar- 
ticles. The defendants held meet- 
ings from time to time at which 
the prices, terms and conditions 
for the sale of the plastic prod- 
ucts were jointly fixed, 

In the second complaint Cata- 
lin Corporation of America is the 
sole defendant but named as co- 
conspirators are Pollopas, Limited 
and Catalin, Limited both British 
corporations located in London. 
It is alleged in the second com- 
plaint that Catalin and its British 
co-conspirators entered into agree- 
ments whereby they divided the 
world into exclusive marketing 
territories and agreed that each 
would refrain from selling out- 
side of the particular territory al- 
located to it. The agreements also 
included the exchange and assign- 
ment of patents for the purpose of 
enforcing the territorial alloca- 
tions. The restrictions imposed up- 
on Catalin in these cartel agree- 
ments were also binding on its 
American licensees, 

Wendell Berge, Assistant Attor- 
ney General in charge of the Anti- 
trust Division, declared, “The ef- 
fect of the conspiracies was to fix 
and maintain non-competitive 
prices, terms and conditions for 
the sale in the United States of 
both patented and unpatented 
phenolic resins (plastics) and fin- 
ished articles fabricated from phe- 
nolic resins. A further effect was 
to prevent American manufactur- 
ers from exporting and selling 
phenolic resins outside the United 
States. Foreign manufacturers of 
phenolic resins were also prevent- 
ed from importing their plastic 
products into the United States.” 

The suits seek to enjoin contin- 
uation of any of the illega] agree- 
ments and arrangements and to 
prevent Catalin from enforcing 
any of the patents used in carry- 
ing out the illegal agreements and 
arrangements complained of. 

The government’s case was han- 
died for the Department of Jus- 
tice under the general supervision 
of Lawrence S, Apsey, Special As- 
sistant to the Attorney General.
